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Street (“ From Plough to Pen "), 
Mbs Phyllis Bentley {“ Character 
and the Novelist Mr. 1 Herbert 
Hodge (‘* Adventures of a Free- 
Lance Writer’’) and Lord Elton 
(“Books in the New Age’’), 
During the mornings and after* 
noons a number of distinguished 
writers visited the schools and 
talked to the children. 

During the Week a large part 
of the Luton Central Library was 
devoted to exhibitions. There 
w^ere special collections of books 
for adult readers, for youth, and 
for children. There was a 
selection of early and rare child - 
ren’^s books lent by Mr. Edgar 
Osborne, fx.a., and a collection 
of fine bindings, showing the 
development of this craft from 
the beginning of printing, lent by 
Mr. A. Ehrman. There was also 
an exhibition of “ Books of the 
United Nations”, and there were 
exhibits demonstrating methods 
of book-production, printing and 
illustration. 

An interesting feature was a 
display of the “ Ten Favourite 
Books ” recently chosen for the 
N.BX. by ten distinguished men 
and women, alongside selections 
of “ Ten Favourite Books’’ chosen 
by ten local personalities.
